Applicant mainly argues that the Vortman reference does have call-back capabilities and This "improving call back capabilities" that 
already exist". As discussed earlier on the previous office action, "improving call-back capabilities" means improving call-back 
capabilities from zero call-back capabilities, limited call-back capabilities, and manual call-back capabilities to automated call-back 
capabilities. In addition, Vortman teaches a call-back server for handling call-back requests from customers (col. 2, lines 49-50) and 
connect / bridge an agent to the user / customer (col. 7, lines 9-20), hence regardless whether call centers with limited call-back 
capabilities or no call-back capabilities, call back is handled by the call back server. 
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
